A young man with an ideal came into the Herald office the 
other day. He is devoting his educational background and youth- 
ful energies toward the accomplishment of a goal which he be- 
lieves may offer the path to peace and freedom. 

He understands that Korea, on the opposite side of the world 
from Belle Glade and about 22 hours away by air, is closer than 
we think. He knows that time and distance are growing shorter. 

The man is Ray Short working for the United World Feder- 
alists organization. His present duties include securing passagé 
of a resolution on world government in Florida. 

The amendment, to be voted on in the general election No- 
vember 5 reads: "Do you as a soverign citizen of Florida and the 
United States of America, direct our representatives in the na- 
tional congress to urge the President and the congress to take the 
lead in calling for amendments to the United Nations into a limit- 
ed world federal government capable of but limited to enacting, 
interpreting and enforcing laws to prevent war?" 

In Connecicut's referendum the vote was 11 to 1 favoring the 
resolution. 

In spite of recent world developments, Ray and his United 
World Federalists keep working. They hope that their efforts 
will not be too little and too late. 

Their sermon is peace and freedom. They hope to prove that 
these are not merely hollow symbols of the dead past. 

Guiding concept of the World Federalists is "that world peace 
can be created and maintained only under a world federal gov- 
ernment, universal and strong enough to prevent armed con- 
flict between nations, and having direct jurisdiction over the in- 
dividual in those matters within its authority.” 

Their efforts are directed toward strengthening the United 
Nations framework. 

Current opinion says that the present aggressive action of 
the United States in South Korea has resulted in strengthening 
the United Nations. The action may assure the organization per- 
manent legal status, 

So time and space shrinks. Belle Glade is closer to the op- 
posite side of the globe. Meanwhile, Short and his workers strive 
toward peace by talking with state leaders, businessmen and 
the public, Their hope is that many July 4ths can be celebrated 
in peace, and that the world's last war will be averted.
